' Jt is estimated that over - 12,000 
took? “part in the funeral procession 
or stood lining. the streets. ‘when 
the mortal remains of Arthur 
Krupp, the well-known industrialist, 
were borne to their last resting 
place in Berndorf, near Vienna, yes- 
terday. 


Among the chief mourners were 
‘several members of the two main 
branches of ‘the Krupp family -of 
Essen renown, numerous state and 
party dignitaries and members of 
the municipal council of Berndorf 
headed by-the mayor.—Trans-Ocean.
